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REPORT 

During the month of January 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,960 living 
ehildren, of whom 2,031 were males and 1,929 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, births of male children are 119 more, of 
female children 17 more, and of children of both sexes 136 more. The monthly 
birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18-3 per thousand. This rate is 
0-6 more than that for the previous month, but is 0°6 below the average, 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 26°0 in Hamilton, 
21-2 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 20:0 in Glasgow, to 12:2 in Dunfermline, 14:5 
in Edinburgh, 15:1 in Ayr and 15:1 in Perth. In Paisley the rate was 19°3, in 
Greenock 19-2, in Clydebank 18°7, in Coatbridge 18°1, in Kirkealdy 17:8, in Kil. 
marnock 17°3, in Dundee 17:0, in Falkirk 16°3 and in Aberdeen 16:0. 

Of the 3,960 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,735 or 94°3 per cent. were legitimate, while 225 or 5:7 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 142 more than in the previous month, but the 





- illegitimate children 6 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0-3 below that 


for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 8°7 in Aberdeen, 
7-0 in Edinburgh and 6:2 in Dundee, to 0 in Clydebank, in Dunfermline and in 
Perth, and 2°9 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow the rate was 6-0. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,073 and are 248 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 9:6 per thousand, is 1:2 below that 
for the previous month and 0°3 below the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 13-5 in Coatbridge, 13-4 in Hamilton and 12-3 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, to 6°7 in Ayr, 7-4 in Greenock and 7:9 in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow the 
rate was 10°3 and in Edinburgh 8:0. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 5,036 and are 
1,535 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 4,724, of whom 2,324 were males 
and 2,400 were females. The corrected number is 1,511 more than in the previous 
month, males being 651 more and females 860 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 


corrected number of deaths was 21:8 per thousand, being 6:9 above that for the 
_ previous month and 5:3 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 


 death-rate ranged from 30-4 in Coatbridge, 26°7 in Dunfermline and 25-0 in Dundee, 





to 16°7 in Paisley, 16°8 in Hamilton and 17-7 in Ayr. In Perth the rate was 24:2, 
In Greenock 23-4, in Falkirk 22-8, in Glasgow 22:6, in Hdinburgh 21-2, in Kirkcaldy 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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90:2, in Kilmarnock 19:7, in Motherwell and Wishaw 19-6, in Clydebank 18-2 and 
in Aberdeen 181. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 444, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 111 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 36 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 9 more than in that 
month but 4 below the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
220 in Coatbridge, 145 in Ayr and 137 in Greenock, to 42 in Dunfermline, 53 in 
Hamilton, 56 in Paisley and 56 in Kirkealdy. In Glasgow the rate was 132, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 117, in Dundee 116, in Aberdeen 86, in Kilmarnock 82, in 
Edinburgh 74, in Falkirk 70, in Clydebank 68 and in Perth 67. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 928 and equalled a death- 
rate of 4:3 per thousand. These deaths are 804 more than in the previous month 
and the rate is 3°7 more. They include none from typhoid fever, 2 from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 104 from whooping-cough, 26 from diphtheria, 771 from 
influenza, 10 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 11 from other epidemic diseases, 7 of 
which were ascribed to erysipelas and 4 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with 
the number in the previous month deaths from measles are 2 more, from scarlet fever 
2 fewer, from whooping-cough 64 more, from diphtheria 4 more, from influenza 733 
more, from cerebro-spinal fever 5 more, and from other epidemic diseases 2 fewer. 
The deaths from measles are the first recorded in any month since October of last 

ear. 

: The principal feature of the month under review was the widespread epidemic 
of influenza. The number of deaths registered as due to this cause (771) is the 
largest recorded for any month since January 1929, when it was 824. On the 
present occasion these deaths first showed a tendency to increase in the week 
ending 2nd January of this year, after which they increased steadily week by week 
to a maximum of 256 in the week ending 23rd. Thereafter they declined rapidly. 
The week of the maximum number of deaths varied in the individual towns. Thus 
Falkirk and Dunfermline had their maximum in the first week of the month (that 
ending 9th January), Glasgow and Motherwell in the second week, several towns 
(including Edinburgh) in the third week, and Dundee and Aberdeen, with one or 
two others, in the fourth week. The death-rate per thousand, which was 3°6 
for the sixteen towns, was highest in Dunfermline (10°3), in Dundee (5:1), 
in Kirkcaldy (4°5), and in Edinburgh (4:2). In the great epidemic of 1918-1919 
nearly 40 per cent of the deaths were of persons aged between 15 and 35, but on 
this occasion, as in the epidemic in the early months of 1929, the deaths occurred 
mainly among elderly people, only 10 per cent. being at ages between 15 and 35. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 996, and equalled a death-rate of 4°6 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
385 more, while the rate is 1-8 more and is 1:1 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 214, of which 170 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 22 more, and those 


from respiratory tuberculosis 18 more. Compared with the average the former are 
5 fewer and the latter 6 fewer.

Unsettled conditions with heavy precipitation—often in the form of snow—and 
frequent gales were experienced everywhere in Scotland, A series of depressions 
passing to the south of Iceland brought strong winds or gales to all coasts during 
the first week, and these conditions continued with only a few breaks throughout

the month. An area of relatively high pressure, associated with an anticyclone to 
the south-west of the British Isles, resulted in a brief period of fair weather in the 
southern half of Scotland about the 14th. There was little abatement of the strong 
winds or gales, however, which were especially severe in Shetland, north-east Scot- 
land and along the western seaboard. At Stornoway gusts exceeding 60 miles per 
hour. were recorded every day from the 8th to the 15th (excepting 13th) and again 
from the 20th to the 23rd. During this period (8th to the 23rd) winds attaining 
gale force were recorded during 189 hours at Stornoway. Gusts of 68 or 69 miles 
per hour occurred on the 9th, 15th, 22nd and 23rd. Less severe conditions were 
experienced in the south on the 19th and 20th, when some stations had good sun- 
shine records. A gale which sprang up along the north-east coast on the night of 
23rd/24th continued almost unabated to the end of the month apart from a break on 
the 29th. Severe snowstorms swept Scotland in the last week and many roads were 
rendered impassable. 

Mean temperature exceeded the normal in all districts, the greatest excess, 2 to 
3 degrees F’., occurring in Western Inverness, Perth and in the Border country. In 
Orkney and Shetland temperature was only just above normal. Shade maxima exceed- 
ing 50° F. were recorded at many places in the north and east on the 3rd, but in most 
places the highest temperatures of the month occurred between the 22nd and 24th. 
The maximum values reported were 59° F, at Glenbranter (Argyll) on the 22nd and 
58° F. at Montrose on the 3rd, at Inchkeith on the 11th and at Dunbar on the 
22nd. In many areas the coldest weather of the month occurred during the last 
week, bat the absolute minimum values were all recorded earlier. These were 
19° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 19th, 21° F. at Braemar on the 14th, 22° F. at Balmoral 
on the 14th and 15th and at Hskdalemuir on the 8th. Ground frosts were recorded 
on all days except from 10th to 13th and the 18th. The most severe were at Dal- 
whinnie, where 11° F. was registered on the 19th, 15° F. on the 14th and 16° F. on 
the 20th ; 16° F. was also recorded at Dumfries on the 14th and 17° F. at Onich on 
the 19th. 

The duration of sunshine was rather below normal generally, though slight 
excesses occurred in places as widely separated as Stornoway, Inverness, Montrose 
and Edinburgh. The longest durations were 56 hours at Dunbar, 53 hours at Mon- 
trose and Forres, 02 hours at Edinburgh and 51 hours at Inverness. Only 12 hours 
sunshine was registered at Lerwick, 15 hours at Fort William and 16 hours at 


‘Greenock. 


The rainfall of the month was everywhere above normal. In the east of Scotland, 
and especially Aberdeenshire, the excess was remarkable. Aberdeen with a rainfall 
of 4:96 inches experienced the wettest January since records commenced in 1871, 
Balmoral and Braemar with 11°80 and 13°41 inches respectively had more than four 
times the normal rainfall. At Braemar it was not only the wettest January, but by 
far the wettest month since records began in 1866. Totals for the month exceeding 
20 inches were reported from the Western Highlands. Daily falls exceeding an 
inch were extremely common, and falls exceed ng 2 inches occurred in the Highlands 
on the Ist, 3rd, 4th and 24th. . The highest daily amounts reported were 3°30 inches 
at Kinlochquoich on the 3rd, 3:28 inches at Braemar on the 24th, 2°70 inches at 
Glenquoich on the 2rd, and 2°65 inches at Balmoral on the 24th. More than an 
inch of rain fell on no less than 8 days in the month at Inveraray, Kinlochquoich, 
Arrochar (Dumbarton) and Tyndrum (Perthshire). 

Snow or sleet fell on 23 days. The storms of the 29th to 31st were especially 
severe. Undrifted snow was 15 inches deep in Aberdeenshire and 10 inches deep 
in Fife, which experienced the most severe snowstorm for years. Roads became 
blocked and traffic dislocated in most districts. 

Hail was reported on 22 days. Most reports were confined to the first few days 
and the last week of January. 

Fog was experienced on 10 days but was never widespread nor particularly dense. 

Gales occurred on every day during the month and were often of extreme 
severity. The Orkneys and Shetlands experienced one of the stormiest months on 
record. Steamboat services were entirely disorganized and considerable damage was 
done along the coasts. Lerwick had 18 gales during the month, including an 
unbroken succession from the 15th to 26th. 

Thunder was reported on 10 days, most from stations in the west. The storm 
on the 22nd extended over a considerable area in southern and central Scotland. 

Aurora was only observed on the 7th, but the display on that evening was seen 
in all districts and was of unusual brilliance, even so far south as Edinburgh.

During the month of February 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,611 living 
children, of whom 1,802 were males and 1,809 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, births of male children are 229 fewer, of 
female children 120 fewer, and of children of both sexes 349 fewer. The monthly 
birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18°5 per thousand. This rate is 
0:2 more than that for the previous month, but is 0-4 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:1 in Coatbridge, 
23°7 in Greenock and 22:'3 in Hamilton, to 10°6 in Falkirk, 11°8 in Dunfermline and 
14°6 in Edinburgh. In Motherwell and Wishaw it was 20:7, in Kilmarnock 20°5, in 
Clydebank 20:1, in Glasgow 20:0, in Paisley 19°4, in Ayr 19:2, in Kirkcaldy 18:3, 
in Aberdeen 18'1, in Perth 16°7 and in Dundee 15°6. 

Of the 3,611 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,417 or 94°6 per cent. were legitimate, while 194 or 5:4 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 318 fewer than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 3l fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:3 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 12:1 in Hamilton, 
87 in Perth and 7°5 in Greenock, to 2°2 in Paisley, 2°4 in Coatbridge and 2-7 in 
Clydebank. In Glasgow the rate was 5'5 and in Edinburgh 5:2. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,152 and are 921 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 5°9 per thousand, is 3:7 below that 
for the previous month and 0°4 below the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 8:3 in Ayr, 7:5 in Kirkcaldy and 6°8 in Hamilton, to 3°3 in Clydebank, 
4°0 in Perth and 4:2 in Greenock. In Glasgow the rate was 6°] and in Edin- 
burgh 6:2. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,708 and are 
1,328 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,401, of whom 1,715 were males

The corrected number is 1,323 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 609 fewer and females 714 fewer. | 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 17:4 per thousand, being 4°4 below that for the 
previous month but 0°8 above the average, In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 24‘7 in Ayr, 20°4. in Dundee and 18:9 in Greenock, to 10°4 
in Kirkealdy, 12°3 in Falkirk and 13:2 in Dunfermline. In Edinburgh the rate was 
18:1, in Aberdeen 18-1, in Coatbridge 17:9, in Kilmarnock 17:9, in Paisley 17°6, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 17:2, in Glasgow 17:1, in Hamilton 14°5, in Perth 13:8, and 
in Clydebank 13:3. | 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 369, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 102 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 75 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 9 less than in that 
month and 1&8 below the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
160 in Dundee, 154 in Kilmarnock, 143 in Kirkcaldy and 143 in Ayr, to 24 in 
Perth, 30 in Clydebank and 44 in Hamilton. In Paisley the rate was 115, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 109, in Coatbridge 108, in Greenock 103, in Glasgow 100, 
in Edinburgh 99, in Dunfermline 95, in Aberdeen 83, and in Falkirk 63. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 402 and equalled a death- 
rate of 2:1 per thousand. ‘These deaths are 526 fewer than-in the previous month 
and the rate is 2:2 less, They include none from typhoid fever, 2 from measles, 
3 from scarlet fever, 76 from whooping-cough, 22 from diphtheria, 270 from 
influenza, 14 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 15 from other epidemic diseases, 10 of 
which were ascribed to erysipelas and 5 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with 
the number in the previous month deaths from measles are the same, from scarlet fever 
1 fewer, from whooping-cough 28 fewer, from diphtheria 4 fewer, from influenza 501 
fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 4 more, and from other epidemic diseases 4 more. 

Deaths from influenza, ag already indicated, numbered 270, as compared with 771 
inJanuary. Of these deaths 103 were of males and 167 of females, this comparative 
excess of females being more marked than in January. The return for the latter 
month showed that the maximum number (256) occurred in the third week of 
January. Since then the number of deaths has declined steadily, being only 23 in 
the week ending 27th February. ‘The death-rate from this cause was 1:4 per thou- 
sand as against 3°6 in January. ‘The highest local death-rates were 2:6 in Kilmar- 
nock, 2'4 in Aberdeen and in Greenock, and 2°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw. None 
of these towns appeared in the list of the four highest rates for January. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 588, and equalled a death-rate of 3-0 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
408 fewer, while the rate is 1:6 less and is 0°4 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosig numbered 229, of which 184 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 15 more, and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 14 more. Compared with the average the former are 
23 more and the latter 22. more.

Boisterous conditions with. excessive precipitation in the form of rain or snow 
but relieved by some brilliantly sunny days characterised the weather of February. 
A series of depressions passing across Scotland on a north-easterly track caused 
heavy rain in all districts during the first nine days of the month. Fair conditions 
spread over Scotland on the 10th and 11th, but with the advance of a deep 
depression south-west of Iceland on the 12th there was a renewal of wintry 
conditions. Weather of a showery type prevailed through the greater part of the 
second half of the month but there was a spell of fair weather from the 20th to the 
23rd, when daily records of 8 to 9 hours sunshine were reported from several 
places in the southern half of Scotland. Severe northerly gales and unusually 
heavy snowfalls were associated with a deep depression over the North Sea on the 
27th and 28th. Wind gusts up to 75 and 76 miles per hour were recorded at 
Tiree and Stornoway respectively on the 28th. At Edinburgh the extremes of 
pressure were 29:95 ins. on the 15th and 28°84 ins, on the 27th. Paradoxically 
Edinburgh experienced the wettest February since 1925 and the sunniest February 
since 1907. 

Mean temperature was below the normal in most districts, but the deficiency 
was small except at some places in the Highlands and the extreme north, where it 
exceeded 2° F. There was a slight excess over the normal in Roxburghshire, 
The warmest days were the 4th and 14th, when maxima of 50° F. or above were 
recorded in all districts except the extreme north-east, the Orkneys and Shetlands. 
The highest values reported were 55° F. at Stirling on the 17th, 54° F. at Kelso on 
the 14th, 53° F. at Forres and Gordon Castle on the 4th, and at Leuchars, Paisley 
and Dumfries on the 14th. In most districts the coldest weather of the month 
was experienced during the 24th and the last two days. 

The absolute minimum values reported were 11°F. at Braemar and 16° F. at 
Balmoral and Dalwhinnie, all on the 24th. Ground frosts were registered at one 
place or another on every day except the 16th. The lowest reported were 6° F. at 
Braemar on the 24th, 9°F. at Balmoral on the 12th and 10°F. at Braemar and 
Dalwhinnie on the 12th. 

The duration of sunshine was above the normal in most districts, but an area 
with deficient sunshine extended south-west from the Moray Firth on either side of 
the Caledonian Canal. The eastern districts were most favoured, upwards of 100 
hours being recorded at Craibstone, Leuchars, Montrose, Dundee, St. Andrews, 
Edinburgh, Aberdeen and No:th Berwick. Edinburgh (103 hours) and Aberdeen 
(101 hours) had the sunniest February since 1907 and 1908 respectively. The 
largest deficiency occurred at Fort Augustus, where only 35 hours sunshine was 
recorded. . 

There was a slight deficiency of rain in the extreme west and in the outer isles, 
but elsewhere the total precipitation was above the average, the excess amounting 
to about 80 per cent. of the normal in the district around Edinburgh. The 
comparatively large totals were due to the persistency of the rainfall rather than to 
any heavy individual falls. The largest daily amounts reported were 1:94 inch at 
Glen Shiel (Ross), 1°72 inch at Loch Duich (Ross), and 165 inch at Glenquoich - 
(Inverness), all on the 4th. 

Snow or sleet fell on every day except the 3rd, 4th, 14th, 15th and 17th. The 
heaviest falls occurred on the 27th and 28th, when drifts up to 5 feet were reported 
from several places in the southern counties. Glenferness (Nairn) reported drifts 
from 7 to 12 feet deep. Many roads were blocked for long periods. 

Hail was reported from widely scattered stations on 22 days, 

Fog was reported on 12 days but was not widespread. It was fairly persistent 
in the Clyde area from the 11th to 13th. 

Gales occurred on 19 days and were most prevalent in the west and north, 
Tiree had gales on 13 days and Stornoway on 9 days. 

Thunder was reported from one station or other on 7 days. A storm on the 
afternoon of the 22nd caused damage to telephones in Thurso. 

Aurora was observed on 7 days. 1t was seen so far south as Eskdalemuir and 
St. Abbs Head on the evening of the 9th.

REPORT 


During the month of March 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,988 living 
children, of whom 2,056 were males and 1,932 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 254 more, female births 
123 more, and those of children of both sexes 377 more. The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 18:4 per thousand. This rate is 0:1 less 
than that for the previous month, and is 1:1 below the average. 

In the individual towns the ‘tnonthly birth-rate ranged from 24°1 in Hamilton, 
23:4 in Greenock and 19-2 in Dundee, to’ 14:1 in Perth, 15:4 in Ayr and 16:0 in 
Kirkealdy. In Glasgow the rate was 19:1, in Dunfermline 19-0, in Paisley 18:7, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 18:7, in Falkirk 18:2, in Aberdeen 17°6, in Kilmarnock 


17:3, in Coatbridge 17°2, in Clydebank 16°7 and in Edinburgh 16°5. 


Of the 3,988 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,783 or 94°9 per cent. were legitimate, while 205 or 5:1 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 366 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 11 more. ‘The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°3 below that 
for the previous month. In the tndividuall towns it ranged from 11°8 in Clydebank, 
66 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 5:9 in Edinburgh, to 0 in Ritmarnock and 
Ayr and 2°5in Hamilton. In Glasgow the rate was 5: “4. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,502 and are 350 more than 
in the previous “month. The marriage rate, 6°9 per thousand, is 1:0 above that 
for the previous month and 1‘2 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 8°6 in Falkirk, 8°2 in Aberdeen and 7°5 in Ayr, to 4:9 in Clydebank, 
5-0 in Greenock, 5:2 in Dunfermline and 5*2 in Perth. In Glasgow the rate was 
7:2 and in Edinburgh 74. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,834 and are 126 
more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of “registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,541, of whom 1,865 were males 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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and 1,676 were females. The corrected number is 140 more than in the previous 
month, males being 150 more but females 10 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 16°3 per thousand, being 1:1 below that for the 
previous month but 0°5 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 19°7 in Ayr, 19°0 in Perth and 18:6 in Greenock, to 12-7 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 13°] in Kirkcaldy and 13:2 in Falkirk. In Dundee the 
rate was 17°8, in Coatbridge 16°7, in Glasgow 16°6, in Edinburgh 16:3, in Kilmar- 
nock 16:2, in Aberdeen 16:1, in Clydebank 15:5, in Paisley 14°4, in Hamilton 14:1, 
and in Dunfermline 13:9. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 457, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 115 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 88 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 13 more than in that 
month and 1 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
198 in Dundee, 196 in Perth and 186 in Kilmarnock, to 40 in Hamilton, 72 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw and 76 in Paisley. - In Ayr the rate was 167, in Kirkcaldy 
145, in Greenock 144, in Clydebank 139, in Falkirk 132, in Aberdeen 113, in 
Glasgow 110, in Edinburgh 94, in Coatbridge 89 and in Dunfermline 83. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 228 and equalled a death- 
rate of 1:1 per thousand. These deaths are 174 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 1:0 less. They include none from typhoid fever, 6 from measles, 
7 from scarlet fever, 104 from whooping-cough, 19 from diphtheria, 64 from 
influenza, 10 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 18 from other epidemic diseases, 13 of 
which were ascribed to erysipelas, 3 to lethargic encephalitis, 1 to dysentery and 1 
to acute poliomyelitis. Compared with the number in the previous month deaths 
from measles are 4 more, from scarlet fever 4 more, from whooping-cough 28 more, 
from diphtheria 3 fewer, from influenza 206 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 4 fewer, 
and from other epidemic diseases 3 more. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 597, and equalled a death-rate of 2°8 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
9 more, while the rate is 0:2 less and is 0:4 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 223, of which 167 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 6 fewer, and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 17 fewer. Compared with the average the former are 
1 fewer and the latter 2 fewer.

Persistent cold with widespread winter precipitation, especially in the period 
11th to 13th, were the main features of the weather of March. The strong northerly 
winds and squally snow showers of late February continued during the opening 
days. A period of cold easterly winds with occasional snow showers associated 
with the passage of depressions across France and Germany followed from the 3rd 
to the 7th. Temperatures remained low, bnt there was considerble sunshine in the

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next few days. From the 11th to the 13th a deep depression moved north-eastward 
from the Bristol Channel and snow or sleet fell generally over Scotland. Transport 
was disorganised and in many places conditions were the worst experienced for 
some years. Under the influence of a wedge of high pressure to the south of these 
Islands fine sunny weather was enjoyed on the 14th and 15th. A deep depression 
which appeared off the west of lreland on the 16th brought about a renewal of 
stormy weather which lasted for several days. Wind gusts up to 77 m.p.h. were 
recorded at Kirkwall on the 21st. Less severe weather with some good sunshine 
records, especially in western districts, occurred in the succeeding week, Fair dry 
and cold weather obtained under anticyclonic conditions from the 27th to 30th, 
when a depression to the south of Iceland caused a return of strong winds in the 
north. Stornoway reported a gust of 64 m.p.h. early on the 3lst. At Edinburgh 
the extremes of pressure for the month were 30°28 ins. on the 29th and 30th and 
29°12 ins. on the 13th. 

The month was one of exceptional coldness. Judged by its mean temperature 
it was the coldest March in Scotland since 1919, In that year March was the 
coldest month of that name for at least 60 years. In the past month the mean 
temperature was at least 3 degrees below normal in all districts, and the deficiency 
exceeded 6 degrees at Braemar, Balmoral and Inverness, The coldest day was the 
Sth, on which temperatures of 0° F. were observed at Braemar and Dalwhinnie. 
These were the lowest screen temperatures recorded in the month of March since 
1917. The highest temperature reported was 55° F. at Kilmarnock on the 19th. 
1937 ranks with 1919 as the only years in which the thermometer failed to reach an 
appreciably higher level in March for at least 80 years. Ground frosts occurrrd on 
every day except the 20th. The lowest values reported were—2° F, at Braemar 
and 0° F. at Dalwhinnie, both on the 8th. At the latter station ground frosts were 
recorded on 28 days. 

The duration of sunshine was above normal at some places in the west and 
extreme north, but below normal over all eastern and central districts. The highest 
totals reported were 144 hours at Duntulm (Skye), 143 hours at Oban and 141 
hours at Stornoway. Lerwick’s total of 127 hours represents an excess of 34 hours 
over the normal. Several places in the south and east had less than 90 hours sun- 
shine, and at Peebles and Balerno the totals were only 73 and 74 hours respectively. 

Rainfall was below normal in most districts but exceeded the normal along 
the east coast and at some inland places. The area of greatest deficiency embraced 
parts of Argyll and Inverness-shire, where only a quarter of the normal fall was 
recorded. The greatest percentage of excess occurred at Balmoral, where the total, 
5°31 inches, was 86 per cent. above the normal. The wettest days were the 16th 
and 17th, when falls exceeding an inch were measured over a wide area. The 
largest reported on the 16th were 1:92 ins. at Glendevon (Frandy), 1:66 ins. at 
Dunoon (Benmore), 1:54 at West Hopes (Hast Lothian) and 1°53 at Ardarroch 
Gardens (Dumbarton). On the 17th the largest falls were 1°77 inches at Johnston 
-Lodge (Kincardine) and 1:58 at Brechin (Angus). 

Snow fell at one place or another on every day up to the 28th. Severe blizzards 
occurred from the 11th to the 14th and roads in all parts of the country were 
blocked by the heavy drifts. 

Hail was reported from widely scattered stations from the Ist to the 18th and 
on the 21st and 28th. 

Fog was reported on 19 days, mostly in the Clyde area. Glasgow had fog on 
9 days. 

Gales occurred on 14 days but were not of a severe type except in the extreme 
north-west and north on the Ist and 5ist. Wick reported gales on 7 days and 
Stornoway on 6 days. 

The only reports of thunder were from Ruthwell (17th) and Rothesay (15th and 
19th 

Mas was observed on 9 days, the most southerly station reporting it being 
Paisley, where it was seen on the Ist and 24th.

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REPORT 


During the month of April 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 4,490 living 
children, of whom 2,284 were males and 2,206 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 228 more, female births 


274 more, and those of children of both sexes 502 more. The monthly birth-rate. 


in these towns taken collectively was 21°4 per thousand. This rate is 3:0 more 

than that for the previous month, and is 1°3 above the average.. 

| In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:1 in Greenock, 
23°7 in Glasgow and 23°4 in Hamilton, to 14°9 in Perth, 16°2 in Ayr and 18:1 in 

Edinburgh. In Kilmarnock the rate was 22:2, in Coatbridge 22°0, in Dunfermline 

21°6, in Kirkcaldy 21:1, in Falkirk 20-4, in Motherwell and Wishaw 20:2, in Dun- 

dee 19° 9, in Aberdeen 19: 7, in Clydebank 19°3 and in Paisley 19:0. 

Of the 4,490 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4,239 or 94° 4 per cent. were legitimate, while 251 or 5-6 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 456 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 46 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°5 above that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 90 in Kirkcaldy, 
7°3 in Aberdeen and 6:9 in Edinburgh, to 0 in Ayr, 1°6 in Falkirk and 3°8 in 
Coatbridge. In Glasgow the rate was 5:2. 

Marriages registered during the month neraberad 1,909 and are 407 more than 
in the previous “month. The marriage-rate, 9°l per thousand, is 2:2 above that 
for the previous month but 0°3 below the average. In the individual towns it 
_ ranged from 14:1 in Kirkcaldy, 13°5 in Perth and 103 in Dunfermline, to 3°6 in 
Kilmarnock, 5:1 in Falkirk and 6:2 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow the 
rate was 9:6 and in Edinburgh 9:3. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,212 and are 622 
fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,865, of whom 1,497 were males 
and 1,368 were females. The corrected number is 676 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 368 fewer and females 308 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 13:7 per thousand, being 2°6 below that for the 
previous month and 0°8 below the average, In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 17:3 in Kilmarnock, 16-7 in Greenock and 15-6 in Perth, to 
8-4 in Clydebank, 9:5 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 9°9 in Falkirk. In Ayr the 
rate was 15°3, in Aberdeen 14:1, in Glasgow 14:0, in Edinburgh 14:0, in Hamilton 
13-6, in Dundee 12°8, in Paisley 12-8, in Coatbridge 12°5, in Dunfermline 11:7 and 
in Kirkcaldy 11-6. | 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 381, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 99 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 76 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 16 less than in that 
month but is the same as the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
164 in Kilmarnock, 151 in Kirkcaldy and 130 in Aberdeen, to 29 in Clydebank, 55 
in Hamilton and 59 in Dundee. In Greenock the rate was 109, in Glasgow 106, in 
Ayr 103, in Paisley 94, in Coatbridge 94, in Edinburgh 90, in Dunfermline 83, in 
Falkirk 77, in Perth 68 and in Motherwell and Wishaw 65. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 161 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°8 per thousand. These deaths are 67 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0°3 less, They include 1 from typhoid fever, 9 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, &9 from whooping-cough, 12 from diphtheria, 21 from 
influenza, 14 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 10 from other epidemic diseases, 2 of 
which were ascribed to dysentery, 5 to erysipelas and 3 to lethargic encephalitis. 
Compared with the number in the previous month deaths from tyhoid fever are 1 
more, from measles 3 more, from scarlet fever 2 fewer, from whooping-cough 15 
fewer, from diphtheria 7 fewer, from influenza 43 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 
4 more, and from other epidemic diseases 8 fewer. : 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 412, and equalled a death-rate of 2-0 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
185 fewer, while the rate is 0-8 less and is 0-2 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 239, of which 190 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 16 more, and those 


from respiratory tuberculosis 23 more. Compared with the average the former are 
18 more and the latter 23 more.

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April brought warmer and less stormy conditions than those of the first quarter 
of 1937, lack of sunshine being the outstanding feature, although temperature was 
above and rainfall on the whole below normal. 

A depression moving slowly to the south of the British Isles caused cool easterly 
winds during the first four days. Another, moving north-east to Iceland, was 
associated with a slightly warmer southerly current, but a trough of low pressure 
producing rain on the 9th and 10th was followed by another spell of cool easterly 
winds. Rain on the 15th and 16th was associated with a depression passing across 
Northern England, which was followed, after a feeble ridge of high pressure, by 
another taking a similar course. This was accompanied by widespread hail and 
local thunder on the 20th and 21st. An anticyclone then moved slowly north from 
the Bay of Biscay, and a second approaching from the west was centred over the 
British Isles at the end of the month. Under the influence of these anticyclones 
_there was considerable improvement, both temperature and sunshine increasing 
rapidly. 

oe Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 30°46 inches on the 29th and 
29°21 inches on the 10th. 

The mean temperature was everywhere above normal—the excess ranging from 
1° to 3° F. Judged by the large towns, April 1937 has been the warmest April 
since 1933. Cold days, however, were general from 2nd to 4th, maximum tempera- 
tures at Balmoral and Braemar reaching only 38°F. on 2nd. The highest 
temperatures were recorded on the last day of the month, namely, 71° F. at Forres 
and Logie Coldstone and 70° F. at Dundee and Perth. 

Early in the last week the coldest night temperatures were experienced, the 
lowest minima being 21°F. at Dalwhinnie on 26th, 25° F. at Balmoral and Logie 
Coldstone on 25th, 27° F. at Braemar on 13th and 26th and at West Linton on 
26th. Ground frosts were registered fairly frequently but mainly at high level 
stations. The grass minimum thermometer recorded 12° F, at Dalwhinnie and 
17° F. at West Linton on 26th. 

The deficiency of sunshine was very marked. Although some very bright days 
were general during the last week, many places had less than 100 hours for the 
whole month. These figures constituted new low records in several cases. The 
sunniest places were in the north, namely, Banff with 121 hours, Lerwick and 
Kirkwall 117 hours, Baltasound 114 hours, and Duntulm, Skye, 113 hours. 

Except in the south and south-west of Scotland and locally on the east and west 
coasts precipitation was much below normal. Very dry weather was enjoyed in the 
north of Scotland, 14 per cent. to 20 per cent. of normal and less than half an inch 
of rain being measured at several places. The greatest excess occurred at Dumfries 
with 148 per cent. of the normal. In a few cases in Argyll falls of over 1 inch in 
a day were reported on 9th. 

Although snow lay during the whole of the first week at Dalwhinnie, Braemar 
and Balmoral, no actual fall of snow was reported during the month. 

On 20th, 21st and 22nd some hail or sleet showers occurred, and snow above 
2000 feet was seen from Fort Augustus. 

Fog was experienced at one place or another on 17 days, mainly on the east 
coast. 

The month was quiet; gales were reported locally only in exposed places on Ist, 
2nd, 10th and 19th, the highest gust being 50 m.p.h. at Kirkwall on the 10th. 

Thunder was heard in Midlothian on 20th, at Kettins (Angus) 21st and in Ayr- 
shire on 9th. . 

Aurora was observed on 7 days. The displays of 24th and 25th were brilliant, 
and that of the 25th was seen as far south as Edinburgh, Eskdalemuir and 
Rothesay. :

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REPORT 


During the month of May 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 4,300 living 
children, of whom 2,211 were males and 2,089 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 73 fewer, female births 
117 fewer, and those of children of both sexes 190 fewer. ‘The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 19°8 per thousand. This rate is 1°6 less 
than that for the previous month, and is 0°2 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 24:3 in Coatbridge, 
23°5 in Hamilton and 22-9 in Kilmarnock, to 12°4 in Perth, 17:1 in Edinburgh 
and 17°2 in Falkirk. In Greenock the rate was 22°3, in Paisley 21°3, in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 21°3, in Glasgow 20:9, in Kirkcaldy 20-7, in Dundee 19°5, in Ayr 18:8, 
in Clydebank 18:7, in Dunfermline 18°7 and in Aberdeen 18°6. 

Of the 4,300 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4,076 or 94°8 per cent. were legitimate, while 224 or 5:2 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 163 fewer than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 27 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:4 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 10°8 in Ayr, 8°3 
in Motherwell and Wishaw and 6°6 in Clydebank, to 0 in Coatbridge, 0 in Falkirk, 
2°6 in Greenock and 2°6 in Perth. In Glasgow the rate was 5-4 and in Edin- 
burgh 6°5. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,053 and are 856 fewer than 
in the previous “month. The marriage-rate, 4°9 per thousand, is 4:2 below that 
for the previous month, but 1'1 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 6:0 in Aberdeen, 5:7 in Glasgow and 5:2 in Falkirk, to 2°6 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 2°6 in Kirkcaldy and 2:9 in Clydebank. In Edinburgh 
the rate was 4°6. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,949 and are 263 
fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with. usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,653, of whom 1,362 were males 
and 1,291 were females. The corrected number is 212 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 135 fewer and females 77 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 12:2 per thousand, being 1°5 below that for the 
previous month and 1:2 below the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 16-7 in Kilmarnock, 15:0 in Hamilton and 14°5 in Clydebank, 
to 9:7 in Coatbridge, 10°3 in Paisley and 10°5 in Falkirk. In Dundee the rate was 
12°8, in Glasgow 12°7, in Ayr 12:7, in Perth 12:1, in Kirkcaldy 11°8, in Aberdeen 
11:7, in Greenock 11°7, in Edinburgh 11:5, in Motherwell and Wishaw 11:1 and in 
Dunfermline 11:0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 331, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 83 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 50 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 16 less than in that 
month and 5 below the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 173 
in Hamilton, 143 in Kilmarnock and 111 in Clydebank, to 20 in Dunfermline, 34 
in Kirkcaldy and 47 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow the rate was 95, in Aberdeen 82, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 80, in Falkirk 74, in Paisley 69, in Perth 68, in Dundee 65, 
in Greenock 63, in Edinburgh 60 and in Ayr 50. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 109 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°5 per thousand. These deaths are 52 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0:3 less, They include 1 from typhoid fever, 6 from measles, 
8 from scarlet fever, 55 from whooping-cough, 16 from diphtheria, 6 from 
influenza, 11 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 6 from other epidemic diseases, 3 of 
which were ascribed to erysipelas and 3 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with 
the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever are the same, from 
measles 3 fewer, from scarlet fever 3 more, from whooping-cough 34 fewer, from 


diphtheria 4 more, from influenza 15 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 3 fewer, and 


from other epidemic diseases 4 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 338, and equalled a death-rate of 1°6 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
74 fewer, while the rate is 0:4 less and is 0:2 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 186, of which 134 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 53 fewer and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 56 fewer. Compared with the average the former are 
31 fewer and the latter 31 fewer. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


MAY 1937. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°987 ins. ; greater than the average* by 0-010 in. 
Mean temperature, 52°:1 F.; greater by 2°*1 F. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 14°-4 F.; equal to the average. 
Mean daily sunshine, 5°83 hours; greater by 0°15 hour. 
Rain, depth in inches, 1:93; less by 0:56 in. 
Wind, direction of : two days’ excess of southerly winds. 


The outstanding features of the weather were the deficient rainfall in all districts 
through the first half of the month and the generally high temperatures for the 


* The averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to the period 1881-1915, 
and in the case of temperature and sunshine to the period 1906-35. 
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time of year, the month being the warmest May in Scotland since 1919. At the 
beginning of the month an anticyclone centred west of Ireland moved eastwards to 
the North Sea and fine sunny weather was experienced everywherein Scotland. A 
trough of low pressure associated with a depression over Iceland passed across the 
British Isles on the 3rd and 4th and rain spread over western districts, though falls 
were not heavy. Mainly anticyclonic conditions prevailed over Scotland from the 
8th to the 18th, and fine dry weather was experienced generally. Sunshine was 
abundant, and on the 13th as much as 16 hours was recorded at Tiree. A depression 
west of Ireland moved on a south-easterly course on the 20th and 21st, while a 
secondary crossed northern Scotland, bringing moderate or heavy rain to all districts. 
A depression centred on the 23rd about 300 miles west of Ireland remained almost 
stationary until the 26th, when it extended northwards. Showery conditions pre- 
vailed, but with considerable sunny periods, especially in the west. Pressure was 
low to the west and high to the east of the British Isles during the succeeding days 
and mainly fair and rather warm weather was experienced, except in the extreme 
north. Depressions passing to the north of Scotland caused rather boisterous 
conditions over northern districts in the closing days of the month. - Wind gusts of 
55 miles per hour or rather more were recorded at Stornoway on the 29th and 30th 
and at Kirkwall on the 3lst. At Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 30°38 ins. 
on the lst and 29°53 ins. on the 21st. 

Temperatures were at a moderate or rather low level on the 5th and 6th and 
also from the 9th to the 13th, but at all other times were above average, especially 
on the 29th and 30th, when some unusually high values were recorded. Mean 
temperature exceeded the normal everywhere; the excess was greatest in the west, 
where Fort Augustus had a mean temperature 32°F. above normal. The mean 
maximum temperature of 61 degrees at Renfrew was the highest recorded there 
since 1921. The highest shade temperatures recorded were 75° F. at Forres and 
Gordon Castle and 74° F. at Kelso and Dunbar, all on the 29th. The extreme 
minima reported were 24° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 13th, 26° F. at Balmoral and 
Logie Coldstone on the 11th, and 27° F. at Braemar on the 6th, 9th and 15th. 
Ground frost occurred on 20 nights, the greatest frequency being at Dalwhinnie, 
where it was registered on 13 nights. 

Sunshine aggregates exceeded the average generally, but deficiencies occurred 
in Shetland, Orkney, between Aberdeen and Perth, and in Dumfriesshire. At 
Inverness and Nairn the duration of sunshine exceeded the average by more than 
60 hours. The highest totals were recorded in the west, where Tiree had 267 
hours, Duntulm (Skye) 259 hours, Oban 239 hours and Stornoway 236 hours. 

The rainfall was generally below average, but heavy falls on the 20th and 21st 
brought the totals above average over a considerable part of south-east and east 


' Scotland and ata few scattered places in Argyll. Heavy rain on the 27th also 


accounted for an excess totalin Shetland. The area of greatest deficiency was in 
Orkney, Sutherland and Caithness, where many stations had less than half the 
normal rainfall. The wettest day was the 21st, when falls exceeding an inch 
occurred in all districts. The highest reported were 1°68 ins. at Pipeland (Fife), 
1-62 ins. at Gleneagles (Perthshire) and 1:57 ins. at Murthly (Perthshire). 

Some sleet fell at Erracht (Inverness) on the 4th, 5th and 6th. 

Hail was reported from widely scattered stations on the 4th, 5th, 17th, 21st 
and 23rd. 

Fog was experienced along practically the whole of the east coast on the 2nd 
aud 3rd and occurred locally on 13 other days. 

Gales were reported on 9 days but none were severe in character. 

Thunder was reported on 15 days. On the 17th a severe storm with heavy rain 
and hail (0°88 inch) caused some flooding and road damage at Milnathort (Kinross). 

Aurora was observed at one place or other on 5 days. It was seen as far south 
as Eskdalemuir and Edinburgh on the 4th.

REPORT 


During the month of June 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 4,147 living 
children, of whom 2,094 were males and 2,053 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 117 fewer, female births 
36 fewer, and those of children of both sexes 153 fewer. The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 19°8 per thousand. This rate is the same 
as that for the previous month, but is 0°1 above the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate tanged from 27°5 in Hamilton, 7 
24°8 in Coatbridge and 22-4 in Greenock, to 13°0 in Dunfermline, 14°4 in Kirkealdy 
and 15:2 in Perth. In Ayr it was 22:1, in Motherwell and Wishaw 21°9, in Seon 
21°1, in Clydebank 21-1, in Falkirk 20°4, in Paisley 19°4, in Aberdeen 18:4, i 
Dundee 17: 8, in Edinburgh 175 and in Kilmatnock 16-4. 

Of the 4, 147 living children whose births were registered during the wionth, 
3,917 or 94: 5 per cent. were legitimate, while 230 or 5:5 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 159 fewer than in the previous month, but the 
illegitimate children 6 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°3 above that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 7°5 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 7:2 in Clydebank and 6°7 in Aberdeen, to 0 in Perth, 1:9 in Kirkcaldy 
and 2°2 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow the rate was 6°2 and in Edinburgh 4:8, 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,658 and are 1605 more than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 12°7 per thousand, is 7°8 above that 
for the previous month and 1°3 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 16°2 in Ayr, 14:3 in Edinburgh and 13°6 in Glasgow, to 8:0 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 8°3 in Dundee and 9:0 in Greenock. 

' Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,748 and are 201 
fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere ix Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of

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these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,486, of whom 1,290 were males 
and 1,196 were females. The corrected number is 167 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 72 fewer and females 95 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 11°9 per thousand, being 0°3 below that for the 
previous month and 0:2 below the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 14°7 in Ayr, 13:4 in Coatbridge and 13-1 in Greenock, to 
8-8 in Hamilton, 9-0 in Dunfermline and 10-1 in Perth. In Dundee it was 13-0, in 
Glasgow 12°5, in Paisley 11°4, in Edinburgh 11-2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 10°9, 
in Clydebank 10-7, in Kirkcaldy 10-6, in Kilmarnock 10°6, in Aberdeen 10°5 and 
in Falkirk 10:2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 306, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 79 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 25 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 4 less than in that 
month but 6 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 121 
in Ayr, 114 in Clydebank and 100 in Glasgow, to 27 in Hamilton, 36 in Kirkcaldy and 
38 in Falkirk. In Perth the rate was 95, in Paisley 92, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
84, in Coatbridge 83, in Dundee 71, in Aberdeen 60, in Kilmarnock 45, in Edin- 
burgh 43, in Greenock 43 and in Dunfermline 43. | 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 92 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°4 per thousand. These deaths are 17 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0°l less. They include 3 from typhoid fever, 4 from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 27 from whooping-cough, 19 from diphtheria, 13 from 
influenza, 11 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 11 from other epidemic diseases, 7 of 
which were ascribed to erysipelas, 3 to lethargic encephalitis and 1 to dysentery. 
Compared with the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever are 
2 more, from measles 2 fewer, from scarlet fever 4 fewer, from whooping-cough 28 
fewer, from diphtheria 3 more, from influenza 7 more, from cerebro-spinal fever the 
same, and from other epidemic diseases 5 more, 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 251, and equalled a death-rate of 1:2 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
87 fewer, while the rate is 0°4 less and is 0:2 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 188, of which 146 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 2 more and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 12 more. Compared with the average the former are 
9 fewer and the latter 2 fewer.

An anticyclone to the south-west of the British Isles remained almost stationary 
during the opening days of the month, while a complex area of low pressure lay to 
the north and north-west of Ireland. Mainly cloudy weather was experienced over

Scotland generally, frequent showers alternating with sunny periods. These rather 
unsettled conditions persisted until the 9th, when a depression near Iceland moved 
slowly north-east and fairer weather spread in from the west. A shallow depression 
over south-west England moved on a north-easterly track on the 13th and there 
was a renewal of cloudy skies with rain in most places. A wedge of high pressure 
extended over Great Britain from the 15th to the 17th, and fine, sunny weather 
became general. A brief spell of rather unsettled weather followed, but on the 
20th an anticyclone to the west of Ireland brought improved conditions to most 
districts. Several Scottish stations recorded upwards of 14 hours sunshine on both 
the 20th and 21st. Mainly fair weather continued for several days with a rise in 
temperature. Depressions passing to the north of Scotland in the last four days of 
June occasioned rather heavy rain in the north and west and showers elsewhere. 
At Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 30°31 ins. on the 15th and 29°42 ins, 
on the 28th. . 

Mean temperature was slightly above normal in most districts but below normal 
at a few stations in the west and south. The warmest days were the 10th, 11th, 
20th to 22nd and 25th. Maxima of 78°F. were recorded at Balmoral, Montrose 
and Logie Coldstone and 77° F. at Dundee, all on the 25th. An unusually cool 
period occurred in the first three days, when most places recorded the minimum 
values for the month. Places inland also experienced very low temperatures on 
the 24th. The lowest readings reported were 28° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 24th 
and 30°F. at Wick on the 3rd. Ground frosts occurred widely on the 2nd and 
locally on seven other days. Minimum ground temperatures of 22°F, and 25° F, 
were recorded at Dalwhinnie on the 24th and 2lst respectively, 24°F. at 
Glenbranter on the 18th, and 25° F. at Balerno on the 2nd. 

The duration of sunshine was below average over nearly the whole of Scotland, 
but there was an excess over the average of about 20 hours in the Clyde area and 
smaller excesses at Inverness and Aberdeen. The largest aggregates were 207 hours 
at Arbroath, 203 hours at Leuchars, 197 hours at Montrose and 196 hours at 
Abbotsinch. At Tiree, normally one of the sunniest places in June, the total was 
only 163 hours or 62 hours below the average; this was the only June, with the 
exception of 1931, when less than 220 hours sunshine had been recorded there in 
the last eleven years. The lowest aggregates reported were 119 hours at Fort 
Augustus, 122 hours at Ruthwell and 128 hours at Onich. 

Rainfall exceeded the average in northern and western districts and along the 
coast of Angus and Fife; elsewhere there was a deficiency. Over the country as a 
whole the mean rainfall was almost exactly equal to the normal. Falls exceeding 
an inch were recorded at many places in the south and west on the 3rd and 4th, 
and also in the west on the 27th and 28th. The heaviest daily falls were 2°76 and 
2:10 inches at Kinlochquoich on the 27th and 28th respectively, and 2°10 inches 
at Glenshiel on the 27th. Several stations in Fife reported more than an inch on 
the 14th, the heaviest being 1:46 inch at St. Andrews. 

Sleet fell at several northern stations on the lst and 2nd and hail occurred at 
widely scattered places on the Ist. 

Fog of a coastal type was reported on 6 days. 

Gales occurred at one place or other on 12 days but were not severe in char- 
acter. Extreme wind gusts of 50 miles per hour or above were registered at 
Kirkwall on the 2nd, 25th, 26th and 27th, at Stornoway on the 10th, 26th and 
28th, and at Edinburgh on the 28th. 

Thunder was reported locally on 9 days. 

No reports of aurora were received.

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REPORT 


During the month of July 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 4,008 living 
children, of whom 2,042 were males and 1,966 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 52 fewer, female births 
87 fewer and those of children of both sexes 139 fewer. The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 18:5 per thousand. This rate is 1‘3 less 
than that for the previous month and is 0°! below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:9 in Coatbridge, 
23°3 in Greenock and 23°2 in Hamilton, to 12°4 in Perth, 12:9 in Falkirk and 15:4 
in Edinburgh. In Motherwell and Wishaw the rate was 22:7, in Glasgow 19-7, in 
Kilmarnock 19°4, in Ayr 191, in Dundee 17°7, in Dunfermline 17-7, in Aberdeen 
17°5, in Clydebank 16-9, in Paisley 16°4 and in Kirkcaldy 16:0, 

Of the 4,008 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,767 or 94:0 per cent. were legitimate, while 241 or 6:0 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 150 fewer than in the previous month but the 
illegitimate children 11 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°5 above that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 7:4 in Dundee, 
7:3 in Dunfermline and 6°6 in Hamilton, to 0 in Falkirk, 2°6 in Perth and 3:0 in 
Kilmarnock. In Glasgow it was 6°2 and in Edinburgh 6:0. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 3,186 and are 528 more than 


in the previous month. The marriage rate, 14°7 per thousand, is 2:0 above that 


for the previous month and 0:9 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 17°8 in Dundee, 17:0 in Kirkealdy and 16°6 in Falkirk, to 8°1 in 
Greenock, 10°1 in Hamilton and 10:2 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow it was 15°6 and 
in Edinburgh 14:0. These marriage numbers have not been corrected for transfer 


___ to place of usual residence. 


Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,709 and are 39 
fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,452, of whom 1,321 were males 
and 1,131 were females. The corrected number is 34 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 31 more but females 65 fewer. 

The monthly death-+vate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 11:3 per thousand, being 0°6 below that for the 
previous month but 0:3 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 15-9 in Coatbridge, 12°9 in Dundee and 12:2 in Edinburgh, 
to 7-6 in Clydebank, 7:7 in Falkirk and 8°5 in Kilmarnock. In Greenock it was 
11:9, in Dunfermline 11:9, in Hamilton 11-6, in Glasgow 11:5, in Kirkcaldy 11°5, in 
Paisley 10:1, in Motherwell and Wishaw 10:1, in Perth 9°5, in Ayr 9:3 and in 
Aberdeen 8°8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 270, and equalled an 

infantile mortality rate of 68 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 36 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 11 less than in that 
month but 3 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 125 
in Coatbridge, 117 in Hamilton and 89 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 0 in Dun- 
fermline, 14 in Clydebank and 31 in Aberdeen. In Paisley it was 83, in Glasgow 
78, in Dundee 60, in Kilmarnock 60, in Falkirk 57, in Greenock 55, in Kirkcaldy 
53, in Edinburgh 52, in Ayr 50 and in Perth 47. 
- «, Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 64 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°3 per thousand. These deaths are 28 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0'l less. They include 1 from typhoid fever, 3 from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 21 from whooping-cough, 15 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, 
8 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 8 from other epidemic diseases, 4 of which were 
ascribed to lethargic encephalitis, 3 to erysipelas and 1 to dysentery. Compared 
with the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever are 2 fewer, 
from measles 1 fewer, from scarlet fever the same, from whooping-cough 6 fewer, 
from diphtheria 4 fewer, from influenza 9 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 3 
fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 3 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 236, and equalled a death-rate of 1-1 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
15 fewer, while the rate is 0°] less but is the same as the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 166, of which 128 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 22 fewer and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 18 fewer. Compared with the average the former are 
12 fewer but the latter 1 more.

A succession of depressions passing from the west of Ireland across England and 
the south of Scotland brought cool, cloudy conditions over Scotland generally during 
the first week, with considerable rain in places. In Edinburgh the rainfall of the 
week July 3rd to 9th reached the high total of 4°64 inches. A ridge of high 
pressure extended over Great Britain on the 10th and 11th and a brief spell of fair 
or fine weather set in, though temperatures remained low for the time of year. 
Mainly showery weather was associated with a depression from Iceland which moved 
slowly away on an easterly course during the 12th to 14th. From the 15th to 
19th fine weather with considerable sunshine was enjoyed in East Scotland. 
Conditions at this time were less agreeable in western districts, which came under 
the influence of a depression on the Atlantic. A spell of rather unsettled weather 
followed, but in the last week of the month anticyclonic conditions prevailed and 
fine dry weather was experienced almost everywhere. ‘There was an appreciable 
rise in temperature at the end of the month. At Edinburgh the extremes of 
pressure were 30°18 ins. on the 17th and 29°55 ins. on the 21st. 

The mean temperature of the month varied little from the normal. Generally 
it was slightly above normal in the east and slightly below in the west. The 
warmest day was the 3lst, when shade maxima of 70° F. or above were recorded 
in all districts. The highest values reported were 80°F. at Kelso and 78°F. at 
Carnoustie. Many places also recorded 70° F. or above on the 18th. This followed 
the warmest night of the year, when some unusually high minima were reported. 
The highest of these were 62°F. at Kilmarnock and Prestwick and 61° F. at Fort 
William, Greenock, Renfrew, Edinburgh and Dunfermline. The coldest night was 
the 11th, when the thermometer fell to about 40° F. in most districts and to 35° at 
Balmoral and 34° at Braemar and Dalwhinnie. The coolest days were the 3rd and 
4th, when temperature failed to rise above 52° F.at Wick, Dalwhinnie, Aberdeen 
and Balmoral. The only ground frosts reported were at Dalwhinnie, where minima 
of 28° and 30° were recorded on the 11th and 16th respectively. 7 

The duration of sunshine was everywhere below normal. ‘The deficiency was 
greatest in the extreme north, where Lerwick and Baltasound had aggregates of 
only 66 and 82 hours, representing deficiencies of 71 and 46 hours respectively. 
Several other places in the west had less than 100 hours of sunshine. The largest 
aggregates reported were 152 hours at Tiree and 142 hours at Dunbar, Balerno 
and ‘Troon. | 

The rainfall was above average almost everywhere, but deficiencies occurred in 
some northern districts and in Berwickshire. The areas of greatest excess, where 
about twice the average fall was registered, lay around Edinburgh and Dundee, 
along Luce Bay (Wigtownshire) and in Argyll. The total rainfall at the Royal 
Observatory, Edinburgh, 5°37 inches, was the heaviest for July in 42 years’ record. 
Daily falls exceeding an inch were reported in all districts during the first week of 
the month and at some stations in the west on the 20th. The heaviest falls on the 
2nd were 2°80 inches at Glencoe, 2°50 at Inveraray, 2°38 at Tyndrum and 2°37 at 
Ardgour. The only fall exceeding 2 inches on the 20th was 2°63 at Kingairloch. 
Hail was reported at Carluke on the 21st. 

Fog, usually of coastal type, was reported on 8 days. 

Gales occurred at Stornoway on the 2nd, when gusts up to 55 miles per hour 
were registered, and at Duntulm (Skye) on the 21st. 

Thunder was reported widely on the 3rd and 4th and locally on 10 other days. 

No reports of aurora were received.

REPORT 


During the month of August 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30, 000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,939 living 
children, of whom 1,997 were males and 1,942 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 45 fewer, female births 
24 fewer and those of children of both sexes 69 fewer. The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 18°2 per thousand. This rate is 0°3 less 
than that for the previous month but is 0°4 above the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 22:9 in Hamilton, 
21:0 in Coatbridge and 19°9 in Greenock, to 11°5 in Kirkcaldy, 13°9 in Dunfermline 
and 14°5 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow the rate was 19°4, in Dundee 
19-2, in Paisley 18°3, in Falkirk 17°9, in Aberdeen 17:2, in Kilniarvock 16°7, in 
Edinburgh 16:4, in Clydebank 16°4, in Ayr 15°6 and in Perth 14:7, 

Of the 3,939 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,710 or 94:2 per cent. were legitimate, while 229 or 5:8 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 57 fewer than in the previous month and the 
illegitimate children 12 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:2 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 11:1 in Perth, 
7:2 in Dundee, 6°5 in Glasgow and 6°5 in Aberdeen, to 0 in Kirkcaldy and in Dun- 
fermline, 1°7 in Falkirk and 1°9 in Ayr. In Edinburgh it was 6:4. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,902 and are 1,284 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 8°8 per thousand, is 5°9 below that 
for the previous month but 0:9 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 14°7 in Perth, 11°4 in Edinburgh and 10:1 in Aberdeen, to 4°3 in 
Coatbridge, 5‘0 in Kilmarnock and 5:1 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow 
it was 8°5. ‘These marriage numbers have not been corrected in any way for transfer 
to place of usual residence. | 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,534 and are 175 
fewer than in the previous month, Deducting deaths of persons with usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,305, of whom 1,162 were males 
and 1,143 were females. The corrected number is 147 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 159 fewer but females 12 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 10°6 per thousand, being 0:7 below that for the 
previous month but 0:1 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 14:7 in Kirkcaldy, 12°3 in Dundee and 11°6 in Ayr, to 8°6 
in Hamilton, 8°8 in Perth and 8:9 in Coatbridge. In Clydebank it was 11:0, in 
Glasgow 10°9, in Falkirk 10°8, in Greenock 10°6, in Kilmarnock 10-6, in Dunfermline 
10°3, in Edinburgh 10-2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 9:9, in Paisley 9°8 and in 
Aberdeen 9:2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 273, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 68 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 3 more than in the previous month, while the rate is the same as in that 
month but 4 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 117 
in Ayr, 111 in Clydebank, 78 in Glasgow and 78 in Hamilton, to 30 in Kilmarnock, 
35 in Coatbridge and 36 in Kirkcaldy. In Paisley it was 76, in Dundee 75, in 
Perth 70, in Greenock 63, in Dunfermline 63, in Aberdeen 61, in Falkirk 56, in 
Edinburgh 45 and in Motherwell and Wishaw 45. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 54 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°2 per thousand. These deaths are 10 fewer than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0'l less. They include 1 from typhoid fever, 2 from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever, 14 from whooping-cough, 23 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, 
3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 5 from other epidemic diseases, 2 of which were 
ascribed to erysipelas, 2 to lethargic encephalitis and 1 to dysentery. Compared 
with the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever number the same, 
from measles 1 fewer, from scarlet fever 2 fewer, from whooping-cough 7 fewer, 
from diphtheria 8 more, from influenza the same, from cerebro-spinal fever 5 
fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 3 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 211, and equalled a death-rate of 1-0 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
25 fewer, while the rate is 0-1 less but is the same as the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 163, of which 131 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in . 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 3 fewer but those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 3 more. Compared with the average the former are 
2 more and the latter 10 more.

Anticyclonic conditions prevailed in the opening days of the month and fine, 
dry and warm weather was enjoyed in all parts of Scotland. A trough of low 
pressure from the Atlantic moved slowly eastwards across Great Britain on the 5th 
and 6th, and rain, in moderate amounts, fell in most districts. On the 7th a wedge 
of high pressure over the southern part of the British Isles brought improved 
conditions with considerable sunshine, especially in the north and east. A series 
of depressions which passed across the country on an easterly track between the 
12th and the 18th occasioned mainly dull weather with a good deal of intermittent 
rain. Thunderstorms, in some places of unusual severity, were experienced widely 
on the 13th. A belt of high pressure stretched across Scotland on the 21st con. 
necting anticyclones off south-west Ireland and over Scandinavia, and fine sunny 
weather occurred everywhere except in the extreme west. In the last week 
pressure was generally low to the north-west, while anticyclones passed across the 
southern half of Great Britain. In Scotland rather unsettled weather occurred, 
which, however, was relieved by considerable bright periods in most districts. 
Heavy rain fell on the 31st and was associated with a depression to the north-west 
of Scotland. In Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 30°45 inches on the 
26th and 29°42 inches on the 16th. 

Mean temperatures were everywhere above normal. The greatest excess (2 to 
2°5° F.) occurred in the south-western counties. The warmest day was the Ist, 
when shade maxima exceeding 70° I’. were recorded in all districts except the 
extreme north and west. The highest values reported were 84° F. at Ruthwell, 
81° F. at Dumfries and Kilmarnock, and 80°F. at Glenlee (Kirkcudbright) and 
Achnashellach ; 81° F. was also recorded on the 2nd at Kilmarnock. The coldest. 
nights occurred about the middle of the month and on the 27th. The lowest screen 
temperatures reported were 34° F. at Wolfelée and Logie Coldstone on the 27th, 
35° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 16th and at Braemar on the 21st and 27th; 36° F. was 
registered at Ardtornish on the 15th and 16th, at Balmoral on the 16th, 21st and 
27th, and at Glenlee on the 27th. Isolated cases of ground frosts occurred on five 
nights. 

The duration of sunshine was above normal over the greater part of the country, 
but was deficient in the Outer Hebrides and along the east coast from Aberdeen to 
Dunbar. The largest aggregates were 174 hours at Ruthwell (an excess of 46 hours 
over the normal), 167 hours at Forres, 166 hours at Inverness (36 hours over 
normal) and 165 hours at Law Junction. Less than 120 hours were registered at 
some places in the west, the lowest aggregates being 108 hours at Benmore (near 
Dunoon), 115 hours at Onich and 116 hours at. Stornoway. 

The rainfall was deficient in most areas, but totals in excess of the average 
occurred at some widely scattered stations. The area of greatest deficiency lay over 
western Inverness and Ross, where only about half the normal fall was recorded. 
More than double the normal fell in small areas bordering the Moray Firth and at 
Montrose ; these excesses must be attributed to the severe thunderstorms on the 
12th and 13th. Daily falls exceeding an inch occurred in all districts and were 
particularly numerous between the 12th and 14th. Three falls were outstanding, 
viz. 3°39 inches at Montrose on the 12th, 3°31 inches at Inverness on the 13th, and 
3°13 inches at Nairn also on the 13th. | 

Fog of coastal type was reported generally in the east of Scotland from the Ist 
to the 4th and locally on thirteen other days. 

Gales occurred locally in the west and north on seven days but were not of any 
severity. 

thug iene were reported at one place or other on eight days. They were 
particularly widespread ont he 13th, when many places experienced storms of 
exceptional severity. : 

No reports of aurora were received.

During the month of September 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30, 000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,628 living 
children, of whom 1,910 were males and 1,718 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 87 fewer, female births 
994 fewer and those of children of oth sexes 311 fewer. The monthly birth-rate 
in these towns taken collectively was 17:3 per thousand. This rate is 0-9 less 
than that for the previous month but is 0°5 above the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 21°8 in Hamilton, 
21°5 in Greenock and 21°4 in Coatbridge, to 13°5 in Kirkcaldy, 13:5 in Ayr, 14:3 in 
Dunfermline and 14°7 in Clydebank. In Kilmarnock it was 21:0, in Glasgow 18:2, 
in Perth 17°3, in Paisley 17:2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 17:1, in Aberdeen 16:7, 
in Edinburgh 15°8, in Falkirk 15°6 and in Dundee 14:8. 

Of the 3,628 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,426 or 94°4 per cent. were legitimate, while 202 or 5°6 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 284 fewer than in the previous month and the 
illegitimate children 27 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:2 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 9°8 in Perth, 
8:7 in Hamilton and 7°8 in Dundee, to 0 in Dunfermline, 1:7 in Clydebank and 
2°0:in Kirkealdy. In Glasgow the rate was 5:3 and in Edinburgh 6:9. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,212 and are 310 more than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 10°6 per thousand, is 1°8 above that 
for the previous month and 0°2 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 12°6 in Ayr, 12°5 in Edinburgh and 12:2 in Clydebank, to 5'3 in 
Dunfermline, 5:7 in Kirkcaldy and 6°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow 
the rate was 11:5. These marriage numbers have not been corrected in any way 
for transfer to place of usual residence. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,586 and are 52 
more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,358, of whom 1,202 were males 
and 1,156 were females. The corrected number is 53 more than in the previous 
month, males being 40 more and females 13 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 11:2 per thousand, being 0°6 above that for the 
previous month and 0°5 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 12°5 in Greenock, 12:1 in Dundee and 12:1 in Paisley, to 
7-0 in Falkirk, 7°7 in Dunfermline and 8:1 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow, in Aberdeen 
and in Clydebank it was 11:7, in Edinburgh 11:0, in Ayr 10°8, in Kilmarnock 
10:0, in Hamilton 9-8, in Perth 9°5, in Kirkcaldy 9:2 and in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 9:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 264, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 68 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 9 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is the same as in that 
month but 1 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 135 
in Greenock, 87 in Paisley and 86 in Glasgow, to 0 in Ayr, 15 in Kilmarnock and 19 
in Dundee, in Kirkcaldy and in Falkirk. In Coatbridge it was 84, in Dunfermline 
64, in Clydebank 58, in Edinburgh 53, in Hamilton 53, in Aberdeen 51, in Mother- 
well and Wishaw 37 and in Perth 23. } 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 54 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0:3 per thousand. ‘These deaths are the same as in the previous month 
but the rate is 0°l more, They include none from typhoid fever, none from measles, 
7 from scarlet fever, 14 from whooping-cough, 17 from diphtheria, 5 from influenza, 
3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 8 from other epidemic diseases, 5 of which were 
ascribed to lethargic encephalitis, 2 to erysipelas and 1 to dysentery. Compared 
with the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever are 1 fewer, 
from measles 2 fewer, from scarlet fever 5 more, from whooping-cough the same, 
from diphtheria 6 fewer, from influenza 1 more, from cerebro-spinal fever the same, 
and from other epidemic diseases 3 more. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 238, and equalled a death-rate of 1:1 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
27 more, while the rate is 0°1 more but is the same as the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 155, of which 119 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 8 fewer and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 12 fewer. Compared with the average the former are 
3 more and the latter 4 more.

In the first week of the month pressure was relatively high over the southern 
part of Great Britain, while depressions following a north-easterly track passed to 


* The averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to the period 1881-1915 
and in the case of temperature and sunshine to the period 1906-35, 
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the north of Scotland. Dull, showery weather persisted in all Scottish districts. 
Severe gales occurred from the 5th to the 8th, especially in the extreme north and 
west. Wind gusts up to 63 miles per hour were recorded at Stornoway on the 6th 
and 58 miles per hour at Kirkwall on the 7th and 8th. At Edinburgh a gust of 
58 m.p.h. was registered in the early morning of the 5th. With an anticyclone 
spreading from the west a short spell of fair or fine but rather cool weather set 
in. Depressions crossing the British Isles about the middle of the month caused 
unsettled conditions in most areas, but there were considerable bright periods in 
Scotland. A continuance of mainly cloudy weather was relieved by an appreciable 
rise in temperature on the 22nd, which persisted to the end of the month. The 
winds reached gale force in the north on the 23rd, 24th and 29th. Heavy rain fell 
in the west on the last day of the month. In Edinburgh the extremes of pressure 
were 30°33 inches on the 11th and 29:09 inches on the 15th. 

Mean temperatures differed little from the normal but in most places there was a 
slight excess. Fairly high maxima were recorded in northern districts during the 
first week, but the warmest day generally was the 27th, when 71° F. was registered 
at Edinburgh and Dunbar and 70° F. at Dundee, Kelso, Auchencruive and Abbots- 
inch ; 70° F. was also recorded at Logie Coldstone on the 22nd. The coldest 
nights were the 16th and 18th, when slight frosts occurred at some high level 
stations. The lowest screen temperatures reported were 27° F. at Dalwhinnie on 
the 18th and 28° F. at Braemar, Logie Coldstone and Balmoral on the 16th. Ground 
frosts were fairly widespread on the 11th, 16th and 18th, and occurred locally on 
9 other days. A ground temperature of 20° F. was recorded at Dalwhinnie on the 
18th, 24° F. at Auchencruive on the llth, and 25° F. at Balmoral and Peebles on 
the 16th. 

The duration of sunshine was slightly in excess of the normal in most districts, 
but deficiencies occurred in south-east Scotland, some western districts and at 
Lerwick. At the latter place the aggregate of 90 hours was 19 hours less than 
the September normal. More than 150 hours’ sunshine were registered at most 
places along the east coast, the largest aggregates being 167 hours at Montrose, 
164 hours at Stonehaven, 163 hours at Arbroath and 162 hours at Craibstone. 
The lowest aggregates were 81 hours at Peebles, 82 hours at Onich and 83 hours 
at Fort William. 

Rainfall was below average over the whole of eastern Scotland and in the 
south-west counties, but exceeded the average elsewhere. At some inland stations 
in Aberdeenshire less than half the normal rainfall was recorded. In the relatively 
. wet areas the excess was not generally large, but Inveraray with 9°45 inches exceeded 
its normal fall by 47 per cent. Daily falls exceeding an inch occurred at many 
places in the west on the 3rd, 4th and 29th, but the wettest day of the month was 
the 30th, when heavy rain fell over a wide area. The heaviest falls reported on 
this day were 2°32 inches at Inveraray, 2°03 inches at Fort William and 1°98 inches 
at Arrochar. At Kingairloch there were 6 days in the month with more than an 
inch of rain and at Kinlochquoich 5 days. Hail was reported at Baltasound on the 
Sth and at Paisley, Helensburgh and West Linton on the 19th, when it was 
accompanied by thunder. 

Fog occurred locally, and mainly at coastal stations, on 9 days between the 
13th and 27th. 

Gales were reported on 13 days, and were fairly widespread from the 3rd to the 
8th and on the 23rd and 24th. Stornoway had winds of gale force on 9 days, 
Lerwick on 6 days and Kirkwall and Duntulm (Skye) on 5 days. 

Thunder was reported on the 7th, 16th, 17th, 19th and 23rd. Only on the 
19th was the phenomena widespread. — 

Aurora was observed at one place or other on 8 nights. A brilliant display was 
seen in Skye on the evening of the 30th. It was seen at many places in south and 
south-west Scotland on the 10th and 11th.

During the month of October 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,647 living 
children, of whom 1,890 were males and 1,757 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 20 fewer, female births 
39 more and those of children of both sexes 19 more. The monthly birth-rate in 
these towns taken collectively was 16:8 per thousand. This rate is 0:5 less 
than that for the previous month and is 0'9 below the average.

In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 13°5 in Dunfermline, 13:1 in Hamilton and 12°4 in Greenock, 
to 8°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 8°8 in Coatbridge and 9°3 in Clydebank. In 
Edinburgh the rate was 12-0, in Glasgow 11°7, in Ayr 11°38, in Kilmarnock 11:2, in 
Dundee 10°6, in Aberdeen 10°5, in Perth 10:5, in Paisley 10°3, in Falkirk 9°5 and 
in Kirkcaldy 9-4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 294, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 73 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 30 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 5 more than in that 
month but 7 below the average.. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 91 
in Kilmarnock, 90 in Paisley and 85 in Ayr, to 39 in Hamilton, 45 in Dundee and 
56 in Falkirk. In Glasgow it was 83, in Greenock 82, in Dunfermline 82, in 
Kirkcaldy 71, in Coatbridge 70, in Clydebank 68, in Perth 68, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 64, in Edinburgh 63 and in Aberdeen 58. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 70 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0-3 per thousand. These deaths are 16 more than in the previous month 
but the rate is the same. They include none from typhoid fever, 3 from measles, 
3 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 22 from diphtheria, 19 from influenza, 
4. from verebro-spinal fever, and 16 from other epidemic diseases, 8 of which were 
ascribed to dysentery, 6 to lethargic encephalitis, 1 to erysipelas and 1 to acute ~ 
poliomyelitis. Compared with the number in the previous month deaths from 
measles are 3 more, from scarlet fever 4 fewer, from whooping-cough 11 fewer, 
from diphtheria 5 more, from influenza 14 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 1 more, 
and from other epidemic diseases 8 more. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 290, and equalled a death-rate of 13 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 


52 more, while the rate is 0-2 more but is 0°2 below the average. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 150, of which 116 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 5 fewer and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 3 fewer. Compared with the average the former are 
3 fewer but the latter 1 more. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


OCTOBER 19837. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29972 ins. ; greater than average* by 0-095 in. 
Mean temperature, 48°5° F.; greater by 0°3° F. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 11-6° F.; greater by 0°3° F. 
Mean daily sunshine, 2:29 hours; less by 0°57 hour.

A large depression extending from the Bay of Biscay across the British Isles 
in a north-easterly direction brought considerable rain to practically the whole of 
Scotland on the lst and to a lesser extent on the 2nd. Thereafter areas of high 
pressure moved eastwards across the British Isles and spread northwards to Iceland 


* The averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to the period 1881-1915 
and in the case of temperature and sunshine to the period 1906-35, 
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during the first part of the month. Mainly fair and rather dry weather prevailed 
during this period. A few days were beautifully fine, especially the 4th, when 
more than 10 hours’ sunshine was registered at Lerwick and Leuchars. From the 
15th to the 19th pressure was high to the south and low to the north of Great 
Britain, and high winds or gales were experienced in the extreme north. In the 
last ten days of the month depressions passed irregularly across the British Isles. 
Unusually wild conditions were experienced over the southern half of Great 
Britain from the 23rd to the 25th. In Scotland the weather was less disturbed, 
but there was considerable precipitation generally and an appreciable drop in 
temperature around the 27th. In Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 
30°64 inches on the 5th and 28:94 inches on the 25th. 

Over the greater part of the country mean temperatures were above normal 
but there were areas of slight deficiency in the south-west and in Fife. The 
greatest excess over the normal occurred in the extreme north and amounted to 
4°2° F. at Deerness (Orkney). Some relatively high temperatures were recorded 
in eastern counties on the 4th and 5th, but over Scotland as a whole the warmest 
day was the 19th, when maxima exceeding 60° F. were reached in all districts. 
The highest values reported were 67° F. at Edinburgh, 66° F. at Banff and 65° F, at 
Dunbar. The coldest nights were in the last week of the month. Screen minima, 
which were unusually low for the time of the year, were recorded at some high 
level stations, the extreme values being 19° F. at Braemar, 20° F. at Dalwhinnie 
and 21°F’. at Logie Coldstone, all on the 28th. Ground frosts occurred at one 
place or other on 21 nights. They were widespread on the 5th and from the 25th 
to the 29th. The lowest ground temperatures recorded were 11° F. at Dalwhinnie 
and 17° F. at Braemar, both on the 28th, 19° F. at Stirling on the 25th aud 27th 
and 19° F,. at West Linton on the 27th. | 

Sunshine was below normal everywhere except along the area of the Caledonian 
Canal, where the aggregates were in excess of the average; Onich with 79 hours’ 
sunshine had an excess of 20 hours over the normal. Nairn and Inverness, with 
totals of 106 and 101 hours, exceeded their normals by 13 and 14 hours respectively. 
The greatest deficiencies occurred in the eastern counties. Marchmont (Berwick- 
shire) with 47 hours’ sunshine, or 33 hours less than normal, had the least sunny 


-October since 1889. Other low aggregates were 52 hours at Paisley, 53 hours at 


Abbotsinch and 59 hours at Cardross, Lerwick and Duntulm (Skye). 

Rainfall was deficient over the greater part of Scotland but exceeded the average 
in the east and around Dumfries. The excess was greatest in Edinburgh, where 
the total of 3°87 inches was 1:13 inch above the October average. The areas of 
usually high rainfall in the Western Highlands were those which recorded the 
greatest deficiencies in the past month, many places having less than half the 
average. At Swinton House (Berwickshire) a 17 days’ drought ended on the 
19th. Daily falls exceeding an inch occurred over a wide area on the Ist, the 
largest reported being 1°42 inch at Douglas (Lanarkshire), 1:36 inch at Bren- 
choillie (Argyll), and 1°33 inch at Preston House, Linlithgow. Less widespread 
were the heavy falls on the 23rd and 25th. Among the largest were 1°34 inch at 
Bowden (Roxburghshire) and 1°32 inch at Httrick Manse on the 23rd, and 
1:39 inch at Forrest Lodge (Kirkcudbrightshire) on the 25th. 

Snow fell on the hills in the north and west on the 21st and succeeding days 
up to the 28th. Hail was reported at Stornoway on the 3rd and at some scattered 


places in the west on the 24th. 


A good deal of coastal fog was reported on the 5th, 6th, 11th-1l3th and 
20th-23rd. Tt also occurred locally on twelve other days, 

yales were reported in the extreme north and west from the 15th to 18th and 
on the 25th and 28th, but were not of great severity. 

Thunder was heard locally af Colmonell on the 3rd, at Dumfries and New Luce 
on the 21st and at Lerwick on the 26th. 

Aurora was observed at one place or other on fifteen nights. At Lerwick it 
occurred on eleven occasions. It was seen over a wide area on the 3rd and 4th 
and as far south as Eskdalemuir on the 3rd, 4th and 9th—11th.

During the month of November 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,599 living 
children, of whom 1,876 were males and 1,723 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 14 fewer, female births 
34 fewer and those of children of both sexes 48 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in 
these towns taken collectively was 17:2 per thousand. This rate is 0:4 more 
than that for the previous month but is 0:2 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 23:0 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 20°5 in Coatbridge and 19°9 in Hamilton, to 12:9 in Perth, 13:5 in 
Kirkealdy and 13-6 in Dunfermline. In Greenock the rate was 19°8, in Paisley 
19°5, in Glasgow 18°4, in Clydebank 18:0, in Kilmarnock 17°6, in Dundee 16:0, in 
Edinburgh 14:9, in Ayr 14:4, in Aberdeen 14:0 and in Falkirk 13-7. 

Of the 3,599 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,406 or 94:6 per cent. were legitimate, while 193 or 5:4 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 25 fewer than in the previous month and the 
illegitimate children 23 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:5 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 8-0 in Kirkcaldy, 
7-9 in Perth and 7:2 in Dundee, to 2°3 in Greenock, 2°3 in Falkirk, 2°4 in Dun- 
fermline and 2-7 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow the rate was 5:4 and in Edinburgh 5:9, 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,54] and are 35 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 7°3 per thousand, is the same as that 
for the previous month but 1:0 above the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 9:0 in Dunfermline, 8:9 in Aberdeen and 8°8 in Perth, to 4:4 in Paisley, 
51 in Clydebank and 5:7 in Greenock. In Glasgow the rate was 7°4 and in 
Kdinburgh 8:0. These marriage numbers have not been corrected in any way 
for transfer to place of usual residence. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,378 and are 632 
more than in the previous month, Deducting deaths of persons with usual — 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere ix Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,079, of whom 1,592 were males

and 1,487 were females. The corrected number is 623 more than in the previous 
month, males being 344 more and females 279 more. 7 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based-upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 14°7 per thousand, being 3:4 above that for the 
previous month and 1:0 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 18°6 in Ayr, 15:7 in Glasgow and 15:6 in Greenock, to 11°5 
in Kilmarnock, 12-2 in Kirkcaldy and 12°5 in Perth. In Paisley the rate was 14°5, 
in Edinburgh 14:2, in Hamilton 13:9, in Aberdeen 13:8, in Clydebank 13°7, in 
Coatbridge 13°6, in Dunfermline 13°6, in Dundee 12:9, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
12:9 and in Falkirk 12°7. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 443, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 114 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 149 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 41 more than in that 
month and 22 above the average.. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 148 
in Glasgow, 129 in Paisley and 125 in Ayr, to 41 in Hamilton, 46 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw and 48 in Aberdeen. In Kirkcaldy the rate was 111, in Edinburgh 
99, in Clydebank 99, in Greenock 97, in Perth 93, in Dundee 85, in Dunfermline 
85, in Kilmarnock 63, in Coatbridge 60 and in Falkirk 58. . 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 96 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0°5 per thousand. These deaths are 96 more than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0°2 more. They include none from typhoid fever, 9 from measles, 
3 from scarlet fever, 1 from whooping-cough, 32 from diphtheria, 37 from influenza, 
3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 11 from other epidemic diseases, 6 of which were 
ascribed to lethargic encephalitis, 4 to erysipelas and 1 to acute poliomyelitis. 
Compared with the number in the previous month deaths from measles are 6 
more, from scarlet fever the same, from whooping-cough 2 fewer, from diphtheria 
10 more, from influenza 18 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 1 fewer, and from other 
epidemic diseases 5 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 613, and equalled a death-rate of 2°9 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
393 more, while the rate is 1:6 more and is 0-7 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 160, of which 126 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 10 more and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 10 more. Compared with the average the former are 
18 fewer and the latter 15 fewer. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological

The principal feature was the deficient rainfall, the month being the driest 
Nevember on record and the driest month of any name since the abnormally dry 
February 1932. 

During the first part of the month an anticyclone was situated over the Baltic 
regions, whilst depressions on the Atlantic to the south-west of Ireland moved 
quickly northwards giving gales in the west and north. At Stornoway wind gusts 
up to 62 miles per hour were registered on the 4th and up to 66 miles per hour on 


* The averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to the period 1881-1915 
and in the case of temperature and sunshine to the period 1906-85, 
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the 5th. On the 5th the anticyclone extended and covered the British Isles, and 
another anticyclone moving north-east to a position south of Iceland became the 
dominant feature until the 14th. Cool, cloudy weather persisted over Scotland 
and there were showers in the extreme north. Subsequently this area of high 
pressure moved south-east to the Continent and a deep depression near the Azores 
moved north-east to Norway. Widespread gales occurred from the 17th to the 
19th, wind gusts exceeding 50 miles per hour at Stornoway, Kirkwall and Bell 
Rock. During the last week of the month pressure was relatively high over the 
southern part of the British Isles, while depressions moved north-east between 
Scotland and Iceland.. Rather dull weather prevailed generally over Scotland but 
there were appreciable bright intervals on the 23rd, 24th and 26th in most places. 
In Edinburgh the extremes of pressure were 30°51 inches on the 28th and 29°35 
inches on the 19th. 

Mean temperatures did not as a rule vary greatly from the normal, and for 
Scotland as a whole the mean value was exactly equal to normal. The greatest 
divergence was in Ayrshire, where deficiencies up to 2° F. were recorded. The 
highest temperatures of the month occurred beween the 2nd and 5th when maxima 
of 55° to 60°F. were recorded at all but some high level stations. The highest 
values reported were 61° F. at Hdinburgh on the 2nd and at Achnashellach 
(Ross-shire) on the 2nd and 3rd. Some low temperatures were registered in the 
south-western counties on the 13th, but in most places the coldest days were the 
23rd and 24th. The extreme minima reported were 15°F. at Braemar on the 
23rd and 24th, 18° F. at Balmoral on the 24th, and 19° F. at Dalwhinnie and 
Abbotsinch also on the 24th. Ground frosts occurred in one place or other on all 
but six nights, viz. 3rd—5th, 7th, 8th and 30th. The lowest ground temperatures 
reported were 10° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 24th and 11° F. on the 23rd, 12° F. at. 
Glenbranter on the 22nd and at Dunfermline and Stirling on the 24th. 

Sunshine was below normal in most districts, but some scattered places in the 
south and west had more than the average amount. Dumfries headed the list 
with 66 hours, or 11 hours over the normal; Law Junction had 63 hours, and 
Auchincruive, Troon and Arbroath 60 hours each. Less than half these totals 
--were recorded at a number of stations, the lowest aggregates being 23 hours at 
Braemar and Fort Augustus and 25 hours at Baltasound (Shetland). Though 
among the lowest totals reported, the Baltasound aggregate is only two hours short 
of the normal. 

Over the whole of Scotland the rainfall of the month was strikingly deficient, 
many widely separated places reporting the driest November on record. Less than 
one quarter of the normal precipitation was registered in central and southern 
districts ; only a few isolated stations had so much as half the average fall. At 
Edinburgh the total was only 0:24 inch, and this is the least for November in 
160 years’ records ; the only other Novembers in which less than 0°50 inch of rain 
fell in Edinburgh were 1805 with 0°38 inch and 1896 with 0°35 inch. There was 
no period of absolute drought, the sparse rainfall being more or less evenly 
distributed through the month. There were very few daily falls of an inch or 
more and none of these calls for particular mention. 

Snow or sleet were reported from the 8th to 15th, 17th to 24th and on the 27th. 
The heaviest and most widespread falls occurred on the 19th and 20th. Hail fell 
at one place or other on 13 days, reports being most numerous on the 12th, 13th 
and 19th. 

Fog occurred on 19 days, being fairly frequently experienced along the east 
coast and in the Clyde area. Perth had fog on 10 days, and Paisley, Helensburgh 
and: Abbotsinch on 7 days each. 

»* Gales were reported on 9 days from places in the north and west. The gale on 
the 17th was more generally felt, and reports were received from places as widely 
separated as Dundee, Kirkwall and Tiree. 

Thunder was heard at Baltasound on the 4th and at Aberdeen on the 19th. 

Aurora was observed on 16 nights. An unusually brilliant display was seen in 
Skye and at Fort Augustus on the night of the 30th.

REPORT 


During the month of December 1937 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births (corrected for transfers) of 3,790 living 
children, of whom 1,914 were males and 1,876 were females. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, male births are 38 more, female births 
153 more and those of children of both sexes 191 more. The monthly birth-rate in 
these towns taken collectively was 17°5 per thousand. This rate is 0:3 more 
than that for the previous month but is 0°1 below the five years’ average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 24°6 in Coatbridge, 
24°4 in Hamilton and 20°9 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 14:0 in Clydebank, 14:2 
in Edinburgh and 14:9 in Kirkcaldy. In Paisley the rate was 20°3, in Greenock 
19°8, in Glasgow 18°5, in Dundee 18:1, in Falkirk 17-2, in Perth 17:0, in Dunkerm- 
line 15:8, in Kilmarnock 15°6, in Ayr 15:4 and in Aberdeen 15:3. 

Of the 3,790 living children whose births were registered during he month, 
3,593 or 94:8 per cent. were legitimate, while 197 or 5:2 per cent. were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 187 more than in the previous month and the 
illegitimate children 4 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:2 below that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 8°8 in Greenock, 
77 in Perth and 7:2 in Edinburgh, to 1:1 in Coatbridge, 1:8 in Heirkoaldy and 2-0 
in Dunfermline. In Glasgow the rate was 5:0. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,319 and are 778 more than 
in the previous month. The marriage rate, 10°7 per thousand, is 3°4 above that 
for the previous month and 0:2 ae Ae average. In the avidael towns it 
ranged from 13°8 in Aberdeen, 12°4 in Greenock and 11°9 in Ayr, to 6°7 in Coat- 
bridge, 7°6 in Clydebank and 8:0 in Falkirk. In Glasgow the rate was 11:0 and in 
Edinburgh 10:4. These marriage numbers have not been corrected in any way 
for transfer to place of usual residence. 

Deaths registered i in these towns during the month numbered 4,028 and are 650 
more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of "registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere ir Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,712, of whom 1,939 were males 


_ NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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and 1,773 were females. ‘ihe corrected number is 633 more than in the previous 
month, males being 347 more and females 286 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based upon the 
corrected number of deaths was 17:1 per thousand, being 2°4 above that for the 
previous month and 1:3 above the average. In the towns taken individually the 
death-rate ranged from 22°7 in Greenock, 22:0 in Coatbridge and 21:0 in Perth, to 
12°1 in Kirkcaldy, 12°3 in Aberdeen and 12°6 in Falkirk. In Kilmarnock the rate 
was 19:1, in Hamilton 18-6, in Glasgow 18-2, in Dunfermline 17-7, in Clydebank 
17:4, in Ayr 17-4, in Dundee 16°5, in Paisley 16:1, in Edinburgh 15-9, and in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 15:3. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 468 and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 117 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 25 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 3 more than in that 
month and 8 above the average. ° In the individual towns this rate ranged from 215 
in Kilmarnock, 174 in Greenock and 164 in Paisley, to 36 in Kirkcaldy, 63 in 
Dunfermline and 66 in Aberdeen. In Hamilton it was 145, in Clydebank 137, in 
Glasgow 133, in Perth 133, in Falkirk 130, in Dundee 102, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 88, in Coatbridge 80, in Edinburgh 78 and in Ayr 70. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 143 and equalled a death- 
rate of 0-7 per thousand. These deaths are 47 more than in the previous month 
and the rate is 0-2 more. They include 1 from typhoid fever, 27 from measles, 
9 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, 22 from diphtheria, 65 from influenza, 
4 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 8 from other epidemic diseases, 2 of which were 
ascribed to dysentery, 3 to erysipelas and 3 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared 
with the number in the previous month deaths from typhoid fever are 1 more, 
from measles 18 more, from scarlet fever 6 more, from whooping-cough 6 more, 
from diphtheria 10 fewer, from influenza 28 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 1 
more, and from other epidemic diseases 3 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases, exclusive of those associated with 
tuberculosis and with influenza, numbered 852, and equalled a death-rate of 3-9 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
239 more, while the rate is 1-0 more and is 0°5 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 225, of which 182 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 65 more and those 
from respiratory tuberculosis 56 more. Compared with the average the former are 
29 more and the latter 21 more. 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 
DECEMBER 1937.

The month was remarkable for low temperatures—it being the coldest December 
in Scotland since 1927—and for the heavy and widespread snowfalls. 

The weather of the first half of the month was controlled by complex disturbances 
moving slowly eastwards across the country. Severe wintry conditions prevailed 
over Scotland and there were heavy falls of snow over most of the country. A 
ridge of high pressure on the 17th and 18th brought a brief spell of fair and dry 
weather but temperatures remained low. Unsettled and milder conditions succeeded 


* The averages or normals in the case of pressure and rainfall refer to the period 1881-1915 
and in the case of temperature and sunshine to the period 1906-35, 
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on the 20th. Anticyclonic conditions prevailed during the last week, bringing 
mainly fair weather towards the close of the year. In Edinburgh the extremes of 
pressure were 30°72 inches on the 28th and 28°92 inches on the 13th. 

Mean temperatures were below normal in all districts, the deficiency for the 
country as a whole being 3'2 degrees and practically equal to that in the cold 


December of 1927. The deficiency was less than 2° F. in Orkney and Shetland, 


but at the high level stations of Braemar and Balmoral amounted to as much as 6°7 
and 6°0° F. respectively. The only mild weather occurred between the 22nd and 
27th, when maxima of 50 degrees or above occurred in all districts. The bighest 
values reported were 56° F. at Fort William and Onich on the 22nd and at Naira 
and Forres on the 24th. The coldest day was the 13th, when some remarkably low 
minima were registered. Dalwhinnie reported 0° F., Balmoral — 3 F., Logie Cold- 
stone —5° F., and Braemar —7° F. This latter was the lowest temperature recorded 
under standard conditions anywhere in Scotland since 14th November 1919, when 
Braemar reported ~10F. Ground frosts occurred on every night except the 
26th/27th, and were generally widespread and severe. Balmoral registered ground 
frosts on 27 nights. The lowest recorded were — 6° F. at Balmoral, — 5° F. at Brae- 
mar and Dalwhinnie, all on the 13th, and — 3° F. at Balmoral on the 14th. 

Sunshine was slightly above normal over the country as a whole but there were 
deficiencies in east and south Scotland. The excess at some stations in the west 
was considerable, Oban having 65 hours’ sunshine, or 36 hours over the normal, and 
Turnberry 61 hours, or 30 hours more than the normal. Troon and Montrose had 
50 hours each and Ayr had 47 hours. Less than 20 hours’ sunshine were registered 
at some inland stations. Baltasound had the meagre total of 5 hours, or 6 hours 
less than its average for December. 

For the fifth month in succession the rainfall of the country as a whole was below 
normal. Less than one quarter of the normal fall was measured at some places in 
the west. South of the Moray Firth the totals generally exceeded the normal, the 
greatest excess being in the extreme south-east, where some stations had more than 
double the normal December fall. Daily falls of an inch or more were of fairly 
frequent occurrence. Among the largest reported were 2°59 inches at Frandy 
(Perthshire) and 2°12 inches at Tayport on the 10th; 2°46 inches at Gorebridge and 
2-00 inches at West Hopes (East Lothian) on the 13th; 1°52 inch at Kingairloch 
and 1°50 inch at Tyndrum (Perthshire) on the 22nd, and 1°58 inch at Kingairloch 
on the 23rd. 

Snow fell frequently in most districts throughout the month, the only days 
when it was not reported being the Ist, 24th, 26th and 27th. The heaviest falls, 
which occurred from the 8th to the 15th over practically the whole country, caused 
serious dislocation of road traffic and disorganized telephone services. Snow drifts 
6 feet deep completely blocked the main road from England to Scotland over Shap 
Fell and conditions were hardly less severe in many other places. Undrifted snow 
was 18 inches deep at Balmoral on the 15th. Some highland roads remained 
blocked until the end of the month. 

Hail was reported locally on 22 days, most of the reports being confined to the 
period 2nd—15th. 

Fog was reported at one place or other on 24 days. It was most widespread in 
the first week. Visibility was reduced to 5 yards at Stirling on the Ist. Perth 
reported fog on 19 days, Greenock and West Linton on 12 days each. 

Gales occurred locally on 18 days but were not generally severe. Wind gusts 
up to 68 m.p.h. were recorded at Stornoway on the 22nd, 66 m.p.h. at Bell Rock 
on the 14th, and 65 m.p.h. on the 3rd and 63 m.p.h. in Edinburgh on the 22nd. 

Thunder was reported on 5 days. On the 7th storms occurred over a wide area. 

-Aurora was seen on 12 nights, the phenomenon being most widely observed on 
the night of the 24th/25th. A fine display was watched at Lerwick for more than 
4 hours on the evening of the 23rd
